Mr.  Paul  Porter  of  New  York  City  Will 

Speak  Before  College  Groups  on  Soc¬ 
ial  and  Economic  Problems,  April  7-8. 

Paul  Porter,  lecturer  and  writer,  ,of 
Now  York  City  will  spend  two  days 
next  week,  Monday  and  Tuosday,  April 
7-8,  on  the  Collego  campus  speaking  bo- 
foro  various  groups  and  classed.  Mr. 
Porter  is  an  ablo  speaker  on  social  and 
economic  problems.  He  is  a  joint  author 
•of  a  book  entitled  “Am  I  getting  an 
Education”  and  is  a  frequent  writer 
for  current  periodicals!. 

Mr.  Portor  was  graduated  with  hon¬ 
ors  from  the  University  of  Kansas  in 
1928,  whero  ho  achieved  distinction  as 
a  dobator,  editor  of  the  University 
Daily,  and  president  of  the  University 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Ho  was  organizer  and  for 
three  years  chairman  of  the  Midwest 
Student  Conference. 

Mr.  Portor  lias  travelled  extensively 
in  China,  Japan,  Manchuria,  and  Korea. 
He  was  in  Peking  when  it  fell  to  the 
Nationalists  in  1928;  in  Nanking  ho 
narrowly  escaped  an  anti-foreign  riot. 
In  the  spring  and  summer  of  1929  as 
the  Southern  representative  of  the 
Emergency  Committee  for  Strikors’  Re¬ 
lief  and  as  newspaper  and  magazine 
-correspondent,  ho  was  ft  eloso  observer 
of  the  major  textilo  strikes  in  Tennes¬ 
see  and  North’  and  South  Carolina. 

A  largo  student  meeting  will  bo  held 
on  Monday  evening  at  which  time  Mr. 
Portor  will  bo  the  speaker.  This  meet¬ 
ing  is  sponsored  by  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  hon¬ 
orary  social  science  fraternity,  the  Soc¬ 
ial  Science  Club,  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  Y.  W. 
C.  A.  Mr.  Porter’s  subject  will  be  “Tho 
South’s  Industrial  Revolution.”  This  is 
a  subject  that  is  of  vital  interest  at  the 
present  time  and  Mr.  Porter  will  bo 
ablo  to  discuss  it  from  first-hand  infor¬ 
mation.  There  will  be  an  open  forum 
after  the  address. 

Classes  in  tho  social  sciences  will  bo 
addressed  at  various  times  on  Monday 
and  Tuesday  in  Social  Hall.  These  meet¬ 
ings  aro  open  to  other  classes  and  stud- 
onts  who  aro  interested.

On  Tues¬ 
day  Mr.  Porter  will  speak  in  Social 
Hall  at  9  and  10  a.  m.  and  2  and  3  p.  m. 

On  Monday  noon  Mr.  Porter  will  be 
a  guest  of  tlie  Men ’s  Forum  and  will 
discuss  “Pacific  Asia  in  World  Poli¬ 
tics.” 

Mr.  Porter  was  here  last  year  and 
made  a  very  favorablo  impression  on 
all  who  heard  him.

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Dr.  John  Rufi 
Gives  Address 
For  Educators 


Missouri  University  Professor  Talks  on 
New  Demands  on  Education,  at  Hick¬ 
ory  Stick  Meeting  in  St.  Joseph. 


In  his  address  beforo  one  hundred 
and  soventeen  school  administrators, 
supervisors,  school  board  membors  and 
otiiors  gathered  for  the  Knights  of  tho 
Hickory  Stick  dinner  and  mooting  in  the 
Crystal  Room  of  tho  Hotel  Robidoux  in 
St.  Joseph,  Saturday  ovoning,  March  29, 
Dr.  John  Rufi  of  tho  University  of  Mis¬ 
souri  discussed  “Now  Demands  on  Edu¬ 
cation.” 

Tlie  educator  mentioned  four  prob¬ 
lems  confronting  school  men  today.  He 
said  that  tho  world  made  little  progress 
from  tho  timo  of  Caesar  until  tho  time 
of  Napoleon  but  since  that  timo  pro¬ 
gress  which  is  so  evident  nnd  spectacu¬ 
lar  in  the  field  of  mechanics  and  inven¬ 
tion  lmd  been  made  in  leaps  and 
bounds.  Tlius  ho  said  we  liavo  gained 
time  which  constitutes  a  problem  for 
the  school  men  which  is  “What  shall 
we  do  with  tho  extra  time1?”  To  prop¬ 
erly  use  and  conserve  this  timo  is  one 
of  tho  problems  of  tlie  day. 

Dr.  Rufi  spoko  of  tho  chango  of  au¬ 
thority  which  is  noticeable  in  people  to¬ 
day,  and  which  ho  says  come  about  as 
a  result  of  tho  scientific  attitude  which 
has  been  so  universally  adopted.  Con¬ 
cerning  this,  Mr.  Rufi  said, v“ If  chil¬ 
dren  don’t  take  our  word  for  authority 
then  our  problem  is  to  help  them  form 
tho  right  standards  for  themselves.” 

Tlie  other  problems  cited  by  tlie 
speaker  were  tho  problems  of  character 
education,  training  for  leisure  and  tlie 
|  problem  of  changing  living  conditions. 
Dr.  Rufi  snid  that  only  a  small  be¬ 
ginning  had  boon  mado  in  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  solving  tlicso  problems  which 
obligation  and  responsibility  is  falling 
to  the  schools. 

The  other  main  Speakers  on  tho  pro¬ 
gram  were  Mr.  Charles  A.  Loo,  state 
superintendent  of  schools  and  Mr.  Tom 
,T.  Walker,  editor  of  The  School  and 
Community  magazine.  These  speakers 
declared  that  tlie  most  important  prob¬ 
lem  before  tlie  state  of  Missouri  at  tlie 
present,  time  is  tlie  putting  across  of

The  Augustuna  College  Choir  of

Through  ton  short  yonrs  tho  Choir  has 
risen  by  tho  eo-oporation  of  its  loyal 
membors  and  tho  gonius  of  its  director 
and  foundor,  Dr.  Carl  R.  Youugdahl,  to 
a  position  among  tho  outstanding  ex¬ 
ponents  of  classical  sacred  music.  In 
this  limited  timo  Dr.  Youugdahl  has 
producod  a  choral  organization  which 
has  apponrod  in  tho  leading  citios  from

In  a  scried  of  five  leeturcB,  Dr.  Shai¬ 
ler  Mathews  of  Chicago  University, 
traced  the  development  of  tho  Chris¬ 
tian  roligion  since  tho  birth  of  ChriBt. 
The  lectures  were  delivered  in  tho  Col¬ 
lego  auditorium  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  March  19,,  20,  and  21. 
Classes  were  dismissed  on  the  hours  of 
tho  lectures. 

In  his  lecturo  before  tho  assembly 
Wednesday  morning,  Dr.  Mathewd  told 
something  of  tho  land  in  which  Chris¬ 
tianity  was  born,  nnd  of  the  character¬ 
istics  of  the  people  of  that  country. 
Ho  emphasized  tho  fact  that  tho  whole 
of  Asia  Minor  was  then  passing  through 
a  period  of  transition  in  art,  religion, 
and  government.  Tho  influence  of  the 
Roman  rogimo  upon  the  land  of  Christ’s 
j  birth  was  emphasized. 

Tho  principal  idea  brought  out  in  this 
first  lecture  was  tho  fact  that  Christ 
was  continually  undergoing  tho  temp¬ 
tation  to  reform  the  world  by  force 
rather  than  by  love. 

“Paul  and  the  Extension  of  the 
Church”  was  the  subject  of  tho  second 
lecturo  at  the  College.  In  this  talk,  Dr. 
Mathews  pointed  out  the  beginning  of 
tho  spread  of  Christianity  westward 
with  the  missionary  work  of  Paul  and 
tlie  establishment  of  tho  Church  at 
Antioch.  The  speaker  told  of  the  con 
version  of  Paul,  formerly  called  Saul, 
on  tho  road  to  Damascus  by  tho  Christ. 

In  tolling  of  “AngUBtine  and  tho 
Church  of  tho  Middlo  Ages,”  Dean 
Mathews  continued  tho  story  of  the 
westward  march  of  Christianity.  Tlie 
professor  told  of  tho  lukewarmness  of 
Constantino  in  his  support  of  tho  Chris 
tian  Church,  and  of  tho  persecution  of 
the  Christians,  beforo  Christianity  be¬ 
came  the  religion  of  the  Roman  state 
about  325  a.  d. 

At  about  this  time,  said  tho  speaker, 
came  Augustine,  ono  of  tho  earliest  of 
ous  men  in  tho  west.  He 
doetrino  which  so  long 
influenced  the  thinking  of  tho  Middle 
.'Ages — that  man  was  horn  corrupt,  and 
flint  God  elects  mortals  to  be  saved  in 
order  that  the  places  might  bo  filled 
which  were  mado  vacant  by  Satan  and 
liis  angels  leaving  heaven, 
our  religion  bus  always  taken  tho  form 
In  conclusion,  Dr.  Mnthcws  said  that 
of  the  civilization  at  a  time  at  which 
it  was  being  formed.

Instructor  Tells  of 
Vocational  Training 

Mr.  Bert  Coopor  of  the  Collego  mado 
a  short  address  beforo  tho  Men’s  Mon 
day  Durum  at  a  luncheon  Monday  noon, 
on  vocational  training  and  guidance, 
Mr.  Cooper  explained  how  it  has  become 
necessary  for  tho  schools  to  tako  over 
the  work  of  training  for  tho  vocations, 
now  that  there  aro  several  thousand  dif¬ 
ferent  occupations.  Ho  said,  however, 
that  studies  aro  now  showing,  that 
schools  aro  training  many  boy*  and 
girls  for  occupations  which  later  in  lifo 
they  do  not  seo  fit  to  follow.  Ho  ex¬ 
plained  this  by  saying  that  students  are 
not  being  properly  guided,  so  that  they 
will  select  tho  vocations  for  which  they 
aro  host  fitted  for  lifo,  and  suggested 
that  schools  should  givo  more  attention 
to  gtiidanco.  Mr.  Cooper  showed  tho  men 
at  tho  luncheon  some  of  tho  methods 
and  means  by  which  effort  is  being 
mado  to  help  students  to  cliooso  tho 
right  vocation. 

Tho  six  steps  in  vocational  progress 
as  outlined  by  Mr.  Coopor  aro  as  fol¬ 
lows: -self  discovery -through  short  ox 
pcrienco  in  each  of  a  number  of  pro 
jocts  in  agriculture,  commerce  and  in¬ 
dustry;  a  study  of  a  number  of  voca¬ 
tions  through  reading  and  counselling 
opportunity  for  sonsiblo  choice  of  oc 
eupations;  vocational  education  by 
means  of  actual  training,  skills,  tech 
nical  knowledge  and  social  understand 
iug;  opportunity  to  seeiyo  work;  and 
opportunity  to  muko  progressive  read¬ 
justment  to  secure  promotion. 

Tlie  fields  of  inquiry  by  means  of 
which  tho  student  is  started  on  tlie  vo¬ 
cation  most  suited  to  iiis  individual 
itccdd  are  physical  examination;  family 
history,  personal  history,  history  of 
school  progress,  examinations  in  school, 
practical  knowledge,  economic  efficien¬ 
cy,  socnl  history,  moral  history  and 
montnl  tests.

children  of  tho  state.”  “Tho  plan  out¬ 
lined  by  tho  survey  committeo  is  not  a 
proposition  of  ono  Section  or  city  pay¬ 
ing  tho  hill  for  another  soction  or  city 
hut  involves  rather  tho  changing  of  the 
sourco  of  rovonuo  for  tlio  institutions 
of  tho  state  from  that  of  the  property 
tax,  which  is  burdoning  farmers  and 
othors  and  causing  peoplo  not  to  try  to, 
own  property,  to  that  of'  a  graduated 
incomo  tax. 

It  was  shown  that  eighty  percent  of 
the  wealth  in  the  stato  of  Missouri  is 
intangible  and  pays  but  threo  porcont 
of  tho  bills,  whilo  only  twenty  porcent 
of.  tho  wealth  which  is  represented  lu 
property  pays  ninty  percont  of  cost 
of  .  educational,  ponnl  and  oloomosynary 
institutions,  It  wns  also  shown  that  by 
lessoning  tho  proporty  tux,  tho  farmer 
and  property  owner  would  be  rolieved, 
which  would  holp  him  to  pay  the  bank- 
or  who  then  could  meet  his  obligations 
to  J  other  larger  banks.  This  explains 
why  many  outstanding  business  mou 
aro  deeply  interested  in  the  problem  of 
putting  tho  new  plan  across.  They  real¬ 
ize  what  it  will  mean  for  tho  financial 
condition  of  the  country  iu  general.

But  Roy  Kinnaird  hud  a  fair  atti¬ 
tude  toward  work  on  tho  farm  nnd 
liked  it.  Ilis  lifo  as  a  farm  boy  was  tiic 
beginning  of  a  caroor  which  wns  to  bo 
constantly  associated  with  agricultural 
interests. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  taught  two  years  in  a 
rural  scliool  after  hjs  graduation  from 
Carrollton  high  school.  Ho  gavo  up  his 
job  of  teaching  in  Carroll  county  to 
enter  tho  University  of  Missouri  where 
ho  received  Ins  Bachelor’s  degreo  in 
1013  and  his  Mastor’s  degree  in  1914. 
During  tho  time  Mr.  Kinnaird  wns  in 
the  University  he  was  student  assistant 
for  a  year  in  the  agricultural  depart-, 
ment,  nnd  was  assistant  instructor  of 
soils  for  tho  samo  length  of  time.  He 
spent  two  summers  with  tho  depart¬ 
ment  nnd  mndo  a  tilo  drninago  survey 
on  tho  prairio  lands  of  Northeast  Mis¬ 
souri. 

The  ngriculturo  student  was  promin¬ 
ent  in  tho  affairs  of  tho  University 
studont  life.  He  was  oil  tlio  staff  of  the 
“Savitnr, ”  annual  publication  of  tho 
state  scliool;  an  activo  member  of  tlio 
Student  Senate;  admitted  to  tho  honor¬ 
ary  ngriculturo  fraternity,  and  tho 
QEBU,  senior  honorary  socicty  organ¬ 
ized  in  1897. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  came  to  Nodaway  coun¬ 
ty  Juno  1,  1934,  taught  in  tho  College 
department  of  agriculture  until  tho  end 
of  the  summer  term  of  1916.  He  loft  thoj 
faculty  hero  to  go  back  to  tho  Univers-J 
ity  ns  extension  specialist  in  soils,, 
which  required  travel  into  every  sec- j 
tion  of  Missouri.  After  his  marriago  it  I 


was  not  so  convoniont  for  Mr.  Kinnaird 
to  spend  so  mueii  time  in  travel  over 
tho  Btnto  so  lie  accepted  a  position  as 
county  farm  agent  in  Clinton  county, 
lie  served  in  Hint  cnpnclty  for  two 
years. 

In  1920,  tlio  Nodaway  County  Farm 
Bureau  wait  organized  with  a  member¬ 
ship  of  1,425.  ,Toh n  R.  Evans  was  presi¬ 
dent,  nnd  Roy  Lippmnn  was  tho  soe- 
rotnry-ircnsuror.  With  tlio  sot-up  of  this 
organization  enmo  the  demand  for  an 
extension  agent  who  could  give  full 
1  i mo  to  tho  service  of  the  Nodaway 
county  farmers.  Mr.  Kinnaird  wns  call¬ 
ed  from  Clinton  county  and  camo  to 
Maryville  in  the  spring  of  1920  ns  the 
first  extension  agent  of  tho  county  or¬ 
ganization.  This  position  ho  occupied 
four  years  until  July,  1924,  when  lie 
was  urged  to  aecept,  n  placo  on  tho  ngri¬ 
culturo  faculty  of  the  College.  Mr.  Kin- 
nnird  submitted  his  resignation  to  tho 
Farm  Board  and  returned  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  to  bo  in  cliargo  of  tho  instruction 
of  animal  husbandry. 

Notable  among  tho  activities  of  tho 
Farm  Bureau  under  tho  four  years  dir¬ 
ection  of  Mr.  Kinnaird  wire:  , 

Community  organization;  fig-lit 
against  orchard  insects  by  orchard 
spraying  and  pruning  campaign  which 
ho  continued  each  year  ho  wns  county 
agent;  a  drivo  for  better  poultry;  the 
wool  pool;  limestono  and  alfalfa  pro¬ 
jects;  the  organization  of  Boys’  nnd 
Girls’  Pig  Clubs  and  of  the  Calf  Clubs 
in  the  county;  wheat  smut  control; 
the  publication  of  tho  Farm  Bureau 
News  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

In  1921,  tlio  pork  production  demon¬ 
strations  wero  conducted  and  continued 
more  efficiently.  Tho  same  year  this 
county  was  awarded  a  $1,000  prizo  by 
the  Kansas  City  Chnmbor  of  Commerce 
for  the  county  that  replaced  tho  most 
scrub  sires  by  pnro  bred  sires.  This  was 


known  as  tho  campaign  for  “Better 
Siros.  ” 

I’tiro  bred  cattlo  sales  woro  conduc¬ 
ted  nnd  continued  in  various  sections  of 
tho  county  by  Mr.  Kinnaird,  and  lie 
Ims  been  credited  witli  mueii  work  in 
tho  County  Shorthorn  Breodertt  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

In  1922  and  3923  tho  Baby  Beef  Club 
of  tlio  county  entered  tho  District  Baby 
cBof  Show  at  St.  .Tosopli  and  won  many 
[high  lienors.  A  county  show  for  tho 
Pig  Club  and  Calf  Club  woro  bold  in 
Maryville  with  substantial  premium 
lists  due  to  Mr.  Kinnaird ’s  efforts.  He 
put  on  a  iieavy  drivo  for  tho  eradica¬ 
tion  of  hog  worms  and  commended  tlio 
worm-freo  hog  raising  system.  The 
dairy  conditions  were  improved.  Mr. 
Kinnaird  gavo  his  services  for  a  cow- 
testing  association  free  to  all  who 
wished  his  help.  Ho  introduced  tho  bet¬ 
ter  corn  project  followed  by  100  far¬ 
mers  planting  fivo-ncro  tracts  to  enter 
sample  bushels  in  a  fail  show. 

When  Mr.  Kinnaird  went  to  tho  Col¬ 
lege  in  1924  tliero  were  no  fences  on 
tho  placo.  This  matter  has  boon  taken 
care  of  since  that  time.  Tho  farm  barn 
which  was  used  only  for  a  storage 
hmiso  has  boon  put  into  practical  ser¬ 
vice  nnd  modern  equipment  installed. 
Ono  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land 
has  boon  addod  to  tho  College  farm  in 
tho  past  two  years. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  was  president  of  tho- 
Coiiogo  faculty  council  two  years  1928- 
1929,  and  was  acting  president  of  tho 
College  during  the  absence  of  President 
Lamkin  in  Europo  during  tho  summer 
of  1929. 

At  present  Mr.  Kinnaird  serves  on 
tho  committees  on  admissions  and  pro¬ 
gram.

Former  S.T.C. 
President  Talks 
to  Student  Body 

Ira  0.  Richardson,  President  of  tho  Gol- 
lego  frbm  1013  until  1021,  Is  now 
Hoad  of  Colorado  School. 


A  former  president  of  the  College, 
Mr.  Irn  C.  Richardson,  gnvo  a  short 
address  in  assembly  Wednesday,  March 
20,  at  10:00  a.  m.  The  assembly  program 
was  opened  with  devotional  exercises 
conducted  by  Mr.  Colbert. 

A  number  of  announcements  were 
made  by  Dr.  Hnko  who  presided  at  tho 
assembly.  Most  important  among  these 
were  notices  of  meetings  for  tho  elec¬ 
tion  of  officers  in  various  organiza¬ 
tions,  notably  for  the  election  of  stud- 
ont  body  vice-president,  and  studont 
council  membors  for  the  spring  term. 

Mr.  Richardson,  who  was  president 
of  tho  Collcgo  from  1013  until  1021,  is 
now  president  of  tho  Adams  Stato  Nor¬ 
mal  School  at  Alamosa,  Colorado.  This 
collego  was  established  in  1024,  and 
Mr.  Richardson  became  its  president 
early  in  1925.  Tho  institution  at  Ala¬ 
mosa  was  founded,  tho  educator  ex¬ 
plained,  as  an  effort  to  establish  a  col¬ 
legiate  democracy  for  faculty  members 
and  students.  It  is  tho  aim  of  the  col¬ 
lege  to  break  down  barriers  between 
these  two  groups  and  to  make  students 
feel  that  faculty  membors  are  not  op¬ 
posed  to  them,  but  arc  working  in  co¬ 
operation  witli  them. 

Mr.  Richardson  introduced  his  talk 
by  giving  his  audienco  an  idea  of  the 
Ueripigo  in  soil,  climate,  and  ancestors 
which  had  come  down  to  tho  people  of 
his  Colorado  home.  Included  in  this 
heritage,  said  tho  speaker,  aro  an  an¬ 
cestry  of  tlie  oldest  white  settlors  in 
America,  as  well  as  of  primitive  abor¬ 
igines.  Tales  of  exploration  by  such 
men  as  Fremont  and  Pike,  and  of  ad¬ 
venture  involving  such  men  as'  Kit 
Carson  mnko  the  history  of  Colorado 
an  interesting  one. 

In  conclusion,  tho  educator  expressed 
his  pleasure  at  being  able  to  bo  in 
Maryvillo  once  more,  and  extended  the 
greetings  of  Adams  Colloge,  tho  school 
which  he  represents. 

While  in  Maryville,  Mr.  Richardson 
also  addressed  a  meeting  of  tho  Ame¬ 
rican  Association  of  University  Women. 
Tho  former  S.  T.  C.  president  told  of 
his  work  with  the  collego  at  Alamosa. 


Students  Hear  Talk 
on  Situation  in  India 


In  her  talk  beforo  tho  combined  moot¬ 
ing  of  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  Y.  W.  0.  A.,  Social 
Science  Club,  Pi  Gamma  Mu,  and  tho 
Twentieth  Century  Club  of  Maryville, 
Miss  Margaret  Road  talked  on  ‘ ‘  Tho 
Present  Situation  in  India.”  Tho  meet¬ 
ing  was  hold  Monday  evening  at  7:30 
in  Social  Hall. 

Three  revolutions  arc  going  on  in 
India  to  bring  about  tho  present  con¬ 
fusion,  an  industrial  revolution,  a  civil 
war,  and  a  rebellion  similar  to  our  Ame¬ 
rican  revolution.  The  varying  religions, 
languages,  customs,  and  castes  servo  to 
mako  tho  country  backward  and  un¬ 
able  to  agree  on  u  government. 

Tho  present  constitution  of  India, 
Miss  Read  recalled,  was  formod  in  1919. 
Undor  it  tho  country  is  governed  by  a 
body  of  ministers,  a  legislative  assem¬ 
bly,  and  a  council  of  state,  tho  oxecu- 
tivo  body. 

A  body,  known  as  the  Simon  Com¬ 
mission,  is  now  working  out  the  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  what  kind  of  government 
India  will  have  in  tho  future.  Gliandi 
and  his  followers  advocato  ocmplcto  in¬ 
dependence  to  bo  acquirod  by  passive 
resistance.  Tho  Indian  National  Con¬ 
gress  is  lod  by  a  man  who  advocates  in- 
dcpondonco  by  armod  resistance  if  nec¬ 
essary.  This  congress  is  for  tho  avowed 
purposo  of  gaining  indopcndonco  for 
India. 

“The  principal  religions  aro  Hindu 
and  Molmmmodan,”  Miss  Road  said. 
Thoro  aro  a  number  of  suppressed  poo- 


tho  Great  said,  'If  my  soldlors  would 
really  think,  not  one  of  them  would 
remain  in  the  ranks.’ 

"It  has  been  well  s'aid,”  continued 
Miss  Hall,  "that  the  first  casuality  of 
war  is  truth;  tho  noxt  is  love,  then  fol 
lows  liberty,  then  justice.  If  war  it¬ 
self  is  wrong,  is  unchristian  and  immor¬ 
al,  it  is  not  strango  that  a  wliolo  brood 
of  resultant  evils  should  follow  in  its 
train.  Bx-prcmicr  Nitti  of  Iitaly.  says, 
‘Tlie  losses  in  human  life  and  proper 
ty,  great  ns  they  arc,  aro  small  ovils 
compared  to  tho  undermining  of  morals 
and  the  lowering  of  standards  of  cul¬ 
ture  and  civilization’.” 

“Modorn  war  is  futile  and  suicidal,” 
Miss  Sherman  declared.  11  After  all  our 
war  aims,  our  proclamations,  our  pro¬ 
testations  of  high  motives  and  ends, 
what,  in  reality  hns'  the  last  war  set¬ 
tled??  Napoleon  said,  'I  doubt  if  war 
ever  really  settled  anything.  It  un¬ 
settles  everything.  Tho  more  I  study 
tho  world,  tlie  more  I  am  convinced  of 
the  inability  of  brute  force  to  create 
anything  durable’.” 

‘‘War  is  tho  utmost  negation  of  Jo- 
sus’  way  of  life,”  Mr.  Worley  stated. 

Well  may  Fosdick  say,  ‘War  is  tho 
most  collosal  and  ruinous  social  sin  that 
afflicts  mankind  today;  it  id  utterly 
and  irremediably  unchristian.’  With 
this  judgment,  tho  pronouncements  of 
tho  loading  denominations  aro  in  agree¬ 
ment,  and  tho  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  says  it  is  ‘the  world’s  chief 
collective  sin.  Wo  are  convinced  that 
tho  whole  war  system  of  the  nations  is 
unnecessary  and  unchristian.’  The 
Christian  conscience  is  assorting  itsolf 
in  tho  condemnation  of  war  by  tho 
rising  idealism  of  youth  in  our  day.” 

Mr.  Worley  pointed  out  that  war  is 
tho  antithesis  of  everything  for  which 
Jesus  stood.  The  cssonee  of  .Tesus’  mes¬ 
sage  of  love;  tlie  dominant  motive  of 
war  is  hate.  Jesus  teaches  the  infinite 
worth  of  personality.  Nothing  cheapens 
or  destroys  personality  so  much  as  war, 
making  inou  targets,  ‘gun-fodder,’  en¬ 
emies,  anything  but  what  they  aro  in 
His  view,  Sous  of  Good.  Jesus  taught 
the  Fatherhood  of  a  God  of  love;  war 
enthrones  a  tribal  God  of  exclusive  na¬ 
tionalism.  Jesus  taught  brotherhood; 
j  War  is  the  uttermost  denial  of  brother¬ 
hood  in  its  mass  murder  and  destruc¬ 
tion. 

It  finally  comes  down  to  an  act  of 
faith,  Mr.  Worley  said.  A  mun  believes, 
at.  the  last,  that  either  force  or  moral 
suasion  is  more  effective  in  a  given 
situation;  either  material  or  spiritual 
means  will  work  best;  either  Jesus’ 
way  of  lifo  is  practical  or  it  is  not. 
Tho  same  undaunted  faith  that  chal¬ 
lenged  and  assailed  other  age-long  evils 
now  throws  down  tho  gauntlet  to  war. 
Though  it  were  as  old  as  time,  armored 
with  its  vested  interests  as  was  slavery, 
backed  by  tho  might  of  all  the  armies  I 
and  governments  on  earth,  advocated 
by  the  propognnda  of  publicists  and 
politicians,  wo  challongo  aero  and  now 
this  Goliath  of  war.  Happy  aro  the 
makers  of  peace,  for  thoy  shall  be 
called  tho  sons  of  God.  Tho  Sou  of  God 
goes  forth— to  peace!  Who  follows  in 
his  train?

Mathews,  was  the  principal  religious 
figure  in  tho  period  of  development  of 
nationalism  and  tho  reformation.  The 
theologian  showed  how  the  development 
of  independent  nations  in  Enropo  went 
hand  in  hand  with  tho  breaking  away 
from  tho  Roman  church  and  tho  growth 
of  a  stato  roligion. 

Martin  Luther,  by  issuing  his  ninoty- 
fivo  thesis  against  indulgences,  by  bis 
defying  tlio  Council  of  Constaneo  in  its 
decisions  against  John  IIuss,  and  finally 
his'  refusing  to  bo  stopped  in  his  efforts 
by  excommunication  itself,  led  the  re¬ 
volt. 

Tlio  early  part  of  the  fifth  lecture 
by  Dr.  Mathews  on  ‘‘Christianity  in  a 
Modern  World”  was  devoted  to  ex¬ 
plaining  how  America  has  conic  to  bo  a 
nation  of  religious  freedom,  because  the 
country  was  established  upon  the  belief 
in  absoluto  separation  of  church  and 
stato. 

In  tho  modern  world,  said  Dr.  Math¬ 
ews,  tho  question  of  religion  is  being 
approached  more  and  more  with  the

Of  course  a  nation  might 
break  a  law  but  tho  law  itself  would 
tftiuid.

•-■'treated  Uka  a  criminal  and  regarded 
1  with  horror  and  repugmmeo. 

\  “Now  camoa  tho  question  of  onforco- 
.  ihg  this  law.  Naturally  it  Is  propoatcr- 
ous  to  say  that  It  could  bo  ouforcod  by 
^.military  action  or  by  economic  boycott, 
'for  thoy  ar  virtually  a  declaration  of 
war.  It  would  Jbo  ouforcod,  though,  by 
jtlio  greatest  of  all  foreoa,  the  power  of 
jfvorld  opinion.  World  opinion  would  bo 
formed  through  the  influence  of  the 
jpress,  tho  homo,  tho  school,  and  tho 
'  pliurch. 

’  “It  is  trqo  that  tho  Treaty  of  Paris 
might  in  time  become  as  influential  aa< 
International  law,  since  it  1$  easily  seen 


that  world  opinion  would  bo  greater 
against  a  nation  who  broko  tho  law 
than  against  ono  who  moroly  withdrew 
from  a  treaty.

Tliroo  thousand  hullotins,  announcing 
the  1930  spring  short  course  (April  28 
to  May  29)  wero  ninilod  out  last  week 
to  teachers,  high  school  soniors  and 
other  persons  in  Northwest  Missouri  in¬ 
terested  in  education. 

Twenty-throo  credit  courses  in  sub¬ 
jects  which  tlio  faculty  members 
thought  would  be  most  in  demand  by 
short  courso  students  aro  to  be  offered 
during  tho  five  weeks  term.  Pour  non- 
credit  physical  education  courses  are 
also  scheduled  for  tlio  new  students. 
Besides  outlining  tlio  courses,  tho  bulle¬ 
tin  contains  a  statement  of  the  cost 
to  short  courso  studonts,  a  short  des¬ 
cription  of  tho  Colloge,  and  an  invita¬ 
tion  by  Prcsidont  Lnmkin. 

The  letter  written  by  President  Lam- 
kin  to  prospective  short  course  students 
and  included  in  tho  bulletin  follows: 

To  tho  Teachers  of 
Northwest  Missouri: 

In  accordance  with  its  custom  of  the 
past  Soveral  years,  tho  College  will  hold 
its  Spring  Short  Courso  April  28  to  May 
29  this  year.  A  large  number  of  schools 
in  Northwost  Missouri  close  about  the 
middle  of  April  and  many  persons 
teaching  in  thoso  schools  are  interested 
in  completing  or  continuing  their  col¬ 
lege  work.  To  better  servo  thoso  teach¬ 
ers  tho  College  offors  this  five-weeks 
course  and  has  arranged  special  classes 
which  will  meet  twice  daily.  Under  this 
plan  studonts  aro  able  to  take  two 
courses  of  two  and  one-half  hours  cred¬ 
it  each,  thoreby  making  a  total  of  five 
hours  credit  for  tho  fivo  weeks.  Those 
desiring  to  do  so  can  make  fifteen 
hours  credit  from  tho  close  of  their 
school  in  April  to  its  re-opening  in  Sep 
tember,  by  attending  tho  short  course 
nnd  tho  rogular  summer  term  which  op¬ 
ens  Juno  2  nnd  closes  August  0,  1930. 

Besides  thoso  who  are  teaching  in 
Northwest  Missouri  this  year,  there  are 
many  others  who  will  wish  to  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of  the  opportunity  to  go  to 
Collego  during  tho  spring.  Will  you 
please  call  the  attention  of  any  who 
may  bo  interested  to  our  offering  bc- 
ginging  April  28th. 

Wo  liopo  that  wo  shall  bo  able  to 
servo  you  during  this  Short  Course.  Our 
catalog  for  tho  summer  term  will  soon 
ho  ready  for  distribution  and  may  ho 
had  for  tho  asking.  A  letter  or  postcard 
will  bring  you  any  additional  informa- 
!  tioa  you  may  wish  concerning  either 
the  Short  Courso  or  tho  Summer  Term.

College  Librarian 
Addresses  Forum 


Tn  his  brief  address  before  tlio  Men’s 
Monday  Forum  nt  the  Social  Service 
rooms  of  tlio  Methodist  Church  Soutli 
Monday  noon  of  this  wook  Mr.  C.  E. 
Wells,  librarian  of  tho  Collogo  gave 
some  interesting  bits  of  bistory  and 
facts  concerning  Latin  Amoricn. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  tho  oarly  con¬ 
querors  of  South  Amorican  tribes  did 
not  bring  wives  with  them  ns  did  the 
early  North  Amorican  sottlors  but  mar¬ 
ried  tlio  native  Indians,  and  as  a  rosult 
tho  pooplo  of  South  America  from  tho 
lowest  classes  to  tho  leaders  of  the 
different  states,  are  of  mixed  Indian 
origin. 

While  thero  are  oxtensivo  agricul¬ 
tural  and  mining  industries  especially 
in  tho  southern  and  central  states,  -  it 
was  pointod  out  that  most  of  tho  wealth 
is  to  be  found  in  tho  beatuiful  cities 
some  of  which  compnro  favorably  with 
cities  like  Chicago. 

Mr.  W olW  pointod  out  that  the  cen¬ 
tral  nnd  southern  states  in  South  Ame¬ 
rica  were  much  moro  highly  civilized 
than  those  in  tho  Northern  part,  which 
arc  only  a  step  from  our  country.  Until 
tho  last  ton  or  fifteen  years  tho  civil- 
icd  advancement  in  Latin  America  had 
been  brought  about  by  tho  Amoricnn 
Missionary,  and  tho  English  plumbers 
who  remodeled  and  made  sanitary  the 
southern  citios,  Mr.  Wells  explained.  Ho 
praised  tho  Missionaries  saying  that  wo 
often  noglect  to  ‘appreciate  tho  value 
of  them  when  wo  donato  money  to  tho 
missionary  worn.  It  was  pointed  out 
that  many  of  tho  great  South  Amorican 
cities  and  Universities  aro  ono  hundred 
years  older  than  thoso  in  our  country 
because  of  tlio  fact  that  tho  country 
was  conquered  by  other  nations  about 
one  hundred  years  beforo  tho  early 
settlers  came  to  our  country. 

Mr.  Wells  cited  several  instances 
from  his  travels  in  South  America 
which  showed  that  tho  Latin-American 
people  aro  highly  intelligent  and  in 
mentioning  some  of  tho  early  history 
of  tho  southern  groups'  of  people  ho  told 
of  their  valor. 

Mr.  Wells  said  that  the  most  recent 
cause  for  tlio  development  of  Latin-Am- 
oriea  was  tho  invasion  of  tho  American 
business  man. 

The  following  facts  wore  brought 
out  in  the  talk  by  tho  College  librarian: 

The  United  States  and  Groat  Britan 
each  lmvo  investments  equalling  ap¬ 
proximately  .$5,200,000,000,  while  other 
nations  havo  only  $2,200,000,000;  in 
1929  Argentina  bought  $35,340,000 
worth  of  American  farm  machinery; 
Latin-Amcrica  produces  ono  sixtli  of 
tlio  world’s  production  of  oil,  which  is 
one-fourth  as  much  as  tho  United  States' 
produces:  thero  arc  two  hundred  oil 
companies  operating  iu  Latin  America; 
ono  dollar  of  every  four  invested  in 
Latin-Aiiioriea  has  gone  into  Cuba;  nnd 
for  every  ono  dollar  of  United  States 
money  invested  in  Latin-Amorica  in 
1912,  thero  was  ton  dollars  invested  in 
1929.
